Deare "Brother, 
Hope my former Letters are come fafe 
7 |FF co your hands, I have been theſe 16. 
& dayes from Dublin. Three thoufand 
' Forces, horſe and foor, went fourtie 
miles into the Countrey rowards Kilkenny,to te- 
lieveſome Towns and ſtrong Caſtles , keptby 
the Engliſh. (God be praiſed we had good fuc- 
cefſc, In all our undertakings ;) we ctte&ed: all 
things according to out defires : we burned the 
Rebels Towns, and put all to the ſword all the 
way We marcht, and gave them a greater defear 
then hath been known theke many yeers, fince 
Kingſale Camp, there hath not been Knoven the 
like multitude of Rebels in Artnes, near a Town 
called 4thye (where our Army lay ) the Rebels 
kept their Rendeyous, we ſawtheir Rrength the 
day before, and counted their Colours , which 
was between fiftie and threeſcore, as We plainly 
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ſaw , we could not judge them to be lefle then 
800. men; the: Hext motning:we.-began our 
March homewards ,with- a full reſolution ro' 
fight with them if they came neare us; we had 
not marchta mile but we perceived them on the 
right hand of us a'mile and halfediltant,comin 
very faſt cowards us, which made our Souldiers 
taken with much joy , hoping to encounter 
them, and do cx:cution on them, (T never ſaw 
better rc{olucionin mcninall my life) we marche 
five miles before we could come at them , for 
there was a great Bog berween us, they marche 
on our right Flank up eyen with us all the time: 
when we made a ſtand,then they likewiſe did fo 
too; and in the place where we charged them, 
they alſo drew themſclves into a full Bodie on 
the rop of a Hill, we being in the bottome, (a. 
great diſadvantage to us)howlocyer we powred 
valleys of ſhot among them with our ordnance, 
and {mall (hot likewiſe : they Rood' us till we 
camealmoſt within Carbines ſhot, and then 
they face about, and fell into diforder, runnin 
away as faſt as they could; but we purſued them, 
andour Florle did great execution on them, but 
vere t00 nimble for che foot, we followed a 
mile to a great Bogge, where they got for their 
a defence. 
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defence. The number that we ſlew of them, was * 
at leaſt ſix hundred : Amongſt which was foure 
of their chief Commanders , whoſe heads vve 
brought along with us, and placed chem on the 
gates of Dublin: Six of their Colours likewiſe we 
rook, and very much of their Carriages, ve un- 
derſtand that they werethe abſoluce ſtrength'of 
ſeyen Countics in this part of the Kingdom, and 
did as confidently aſſure theraſclyes of cutting 
us all off, asof mecting with us; in ſo much(chey 
being ſo many more - 6 us\as they divided our 
bagagelong before we fought with them, and 
were refolycd to ſhew. no mercy to us; Bur it 
pleaſed God to bleſſe and ſtrengthen us with 
ſuch hearts and courage, that we made them flic 
before us, like duſt before the wind. I pray God 
to. continuc our hopefull proceedings, ſhortly 
we expett to go to Kelkenny, where the Rebels 
arc exceeding ſtrong , ſo with my true love unto 
you.remembred, I reſt,

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Do acknowledge my felf engaged to you 
for your care of my bufineflſe whiclr I un- 
derftand by your letter, and will fludie 
whereby to requite it : We have grear ſtore 
of provifion for the preſent, bur Idonbr a famine 
wil ſaddenly follow, by the reaſon of the ſpoil 
that is madeof Corn and Carrell; for where cre 
vwecome, we kill and burn all beforcus, becauſe 
vwewoultd not haye itrelieyc'our encmics, ' and 
they dothelike by us. We haye received no pay 
ſince wecame into this Kingdom, but themore 
chind, We will truſt the Parliament, We were 
the thouſand foot, and foure hundted horte, 
ar five field Pieces,commanded into the Conn- 
tic of Wicklow, and Kildare, cheſscond of April to 
relieve ſome Engliſh that were: beficged by the 
Rebels, and very lirtle reſiſtance was made: for 
they ran away {till before-us. And thus we mar- 
ched three weeks about the Countrey , and re- 
lieycd what places we were ſent to relieve, We 
were coming back to Dublin, but my Lord 
Mount 
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Montgarret , one of the chiele of the Rebels, 
chought tocur us alloff bcfoxe we came to Dub- 
liz. On Friday in thr mocaing liſt paſt,, they 
ſhewed themſelves, and marched by us twelve 
thouſand wull two of the clock. In the afrernoon 
before the barrell began, they had divided our 
Wagons, and our clothes, and appointed whole 
priſoner every man of any qualitie ſhould be, 
and the reſt ſhould be killed, and hanged : they 
bronghra Cartull of Hakers for that purpoſe, 
ſo confident they were of victorie After we had 
been ar prayers , Sir ({harles Cogte ordered our 
ſmall Arwy , and cowards them we marched, 
and all the way our Ordnance played upon 
ſhot, and gave ſo good fire, and came on To faft 
upon them , that thoſe Triſh Commanders durſt 
not ſtay till we came to po of pike, but away 
they ran; then had we the killing of themeill 5 , 
a clock at night : And inſtcad of their dividing 
our Wagons, we now divide theirs. We killed 
bud men, beſides the priſoners we 
rook they were hanged, My Lord Montgarrers 
{onne was killed in the battelF, and his head 
brought to Dublin, There was not a man killed 
of 
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of ours; and not above eight hurt. I received x 
ſmall hurt, but it is almoſt well alceadie, I deſire | 
you ſend thisLetter to my father when you haye 
read it, a
